Th® res«rv« placed o« th® Iron or® 
deposits,of the drainage area of th® 
Taaeko (Whitewater), Chllko, Tsunish 
and Choelquolt Lak— and the Chllko 
River and Big Creek. in ton Mining 
Division, ha® been removed by Order- 
in-Council, it was announced to-day 
by th® Mon. William Sloan, Minister 
of Mines. 

The reservation was made on the 
recommendation of Uon. Mr. Sloan on 
May 20, 1920, because of the possi¬ 
bility that the iron ore resources of 
the district might prove to be of im¬ 
portance in the development of the 
iron and steel Industry ln British 
Columbia. 

Prospect Looked Good. 

In 1919 W'm. M. Brewer, resident 
mining engineer with headquarters 
at Nanaimo, was instructed to pro¬ 
ceed to the Taaeko Lak® district and 
to make a report on the llmonlte iron 
ore occurrences. His party reached j 
the locality late in the season. He] 
found considerable areas covered with 
, limonite deposits, samples from 
> which returned extremely satlsfac- 
! tory assays. It was reported by Mr. 
Brewer that, though unable by rea¬ 
son of lack of time and facilities, to 
make an exhaustive investigation.- if 
the surface Indications were borne 
out by detailed research unquestion¬ 
ably there was a large quantity of 
first class ore available. 

Te Eliminate ^Speculation. 

Following this report Hon. Mr. 
i .Sloan took steps to have the deposits 
reserved, acting under authority of 
recent amendments to the Mlnerul 
Act and in line with the policy ot 
eliminating speculation in mining 
property likely to be of value in 
the industrial development of ths 
Province. ’ 

As soon as the season opened tn 
1920 F. J. Crossland, minfng engineer 
of Vancouver. Was sent with a well 
equipped party Into th® field to make 
the further explorations necessary.

He 
finds that the Iron or® Is a secondary 
llmonlte and occurs os surface de- 
poeits following the present contour 
of the ground. The deposits are 
patchy and vary from one foot to five 
feet in thickness. 

Eight widely separated deposits are 
described. The McClure Mountain 
deposit Is referred to ss one of the 
principal ore deposits of appreciable 
sits. It contains nearly half a mil¬ 
lion tons of ‘ positive ore.” Whale 
Mountain contains half a million tons 
of ‘‘probable ore.” The total of
